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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art did not 
disclose or suggest a valve stem cap adapted to fit on the valve stem and having a pair of valve 
stem cap electrical contacts, a first valve stem cap electrical contact in series with a second valve 
stem cap electrical contact; wherein upon installation of the valve stem cap, the first valve stem 
electrical contact makes electrical connection with the first valve stem cap electrical contact and 
the second valve stem electrical contact makes electrical connection with the second valve stem 
cap electrical contact, wherein the circuit is interrupted when the first valve stem electrical 
contact is separated from the first valve stem cap electrical contact and the second valve stem 
electrical contact is separated from the second valve stem cap electrical contact, wherein the 
circuit restored when the first valve stem electrical contact is connected to the first valve stem 
cap electrical contact and the second valve stem electrical contact is connected to the second 
valve stem cap electrical contact.
